Issues could spark 
strong voter turnout

The March 17 primary will bring 
new faces one step closer to several 
Madison County offices and will 
decide the fate of both of the county’s 
nursing and sheltered care homes 

The primary may also end an 
eight-year decline in county voter 
participation. Madison County Clerk 
Mark Von Nida said the county had a 
turn-out high of 52,600 voters in 1988, 
a number that fell to 32,000 in the 
1996 election 

hat’s a drop off of almost 20,000 
voters when at the same time, we've 
added almost 20,000 to the number of 
registered voters,” Von Nida said 

He is anticipating that about 40,000 
voters — or roughly 25 percent of the 
161,000 registered in Madison County

to our lo tax referendum is that 
that causes an increase in our regu- 
lar turnout,” Von Nida said.

The county is seeking approval of a

cost the owner of a $60,000 home an

The county is also asking vote 
allow it to raise its tax rate < 
for the homes to a maximum of 10 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation 
That would not immediately raise the 
rate from its current 5 cents.

This letter is to give a few thoughts as to why I feel the 
taxpayers should support the Madison County Sheltered Care 
and Nursing Home bond issue on March 17. 

Both of these facilities have been around for some time, and 
have served the residents well. The problem is that they are 
both aging buildings that are in need of constant repair and 
maintenance 

A more cost-efficient option would be to vote “*yes’’ on the 
bond issues. By voting ‘“‘yes,’’ the county can shut down two 
buildings, and instead, operate with just one. 

The cost to the taxpayers would only be 5 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation of personal property. This is a small price to 
pay for the residents, of whom a vast majority paid taxes in 
Madison County for many years. 

Residents in both facilities receive exceptional care from a 
dedicated staff. Average tenure for the employees of these two 
homes is 10 years. In most private-care nursing and sheltered 
care facilities, the average tenure is measured in months. ‘ 

As voters, we need to think about what type of impact voting 
“no”? would have on the current employees More than 100 
employees will be out of work. This does affect our county 
because, at present, their tax dollars as well as their business

Fair-weather 
Kahoks fans 
miss out on 
incredible win 


I have a good friend whose father 
was a staunch fan of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. He waited most of his adult 
life for Pittsburgh to win a National 
Teague pennant. 

When the Pirates finally went to 
the World Series in 1960, they were 
expected to be quickly dispatched. by 
the powerful and seemingly invincible 
New York. Yankees. Yet, the Bucs 
won the series in seven games, 
squeaking out four down-to-the-wire 
wins while the Yankees countered 
with three big-time blow-outs. 


Heading into the bottom of the 
ninth of Game Seven in Pittsburgh, 
and with the score tied 9-9, my 
friend’s dad looked at his scorecard 
and saw that the bottom of the 
Pirates’ order was due at the plate 


“Nothing will happen this at bat,” 
he mumbled to himself, and left to 
get a hot dog and a coke. 


While he was standing in line at the 
concession stand (he was obviousl 
not the only dumb fan in Pittsburgh) 
Bill Mazeroski hit what is arguably 
the most dramatic home run in world 
series history, giving the Pirates the 
10-9 win and their first series title in 
33 years 

If it wasn’t for the man’s stupidity, 
I might feel sorry for him 


But to his credit, he had stuck by 
Pittsburgh through all the lean years, 
when other fans had turned away. 
It’s a shame, really, that such a 
faithful fan didn’t get to see the 
greatest moment in Pirates’ history. 

Which brings me, strangely, to the 
fans of the Collinsville Kahoks.

This is the school 
with more 20-win seasons than any 
other team in the nation — more than 
50. This is the school which, under 
Vergil Fletcher, had /an average 
record of 27-2 for nine years from 
1960-68, winning two state champion- 
ships. ‘When a 27-2 mark is merely 
average, I suppose a mark of 18-10 
does look somewhat mediocre 


It just seems to me that in those 
18-10 years — which, by the way, 
would be an enviable record to many 
schools this year (Granite City, for 
example) — or worse, in those 8-17 
seasons like the Kahoks suffered 
through last season, teams need their 
fans a lot more.
